A coroner's inqnest was recently held 
in London over the dead body of a 
man who had been killed by an ele- 
phant belonging to Mr. Myers, circus 
proprietor. 
The elephant in question 
WM a female, and was known by the 
name of "Blind Bill," because she was 
stone blind. 
The elephant was in gen- 
eral a perfectly quiet animal; but had 
nourished a prejudice against the man 
who fell a victim to its revenge. 
Eight 
months before the fatal occurrence, 
and while the circus was forming at 
Beading, the deceased, who was then 
a hawker in the town, was one day 
watching the elephants, when "Blind 
Bill" put her trunk 
into one of his 
baskets and ate all his vegetables. 
Be- 
coming incensed at his loss and the 
laughter of the bystanders, the man 
pulled out his penknife and stabbed 
the elephant in the trunk. 
This was 
the beginning of an ill will between 
the man and the quadruped; for the 
man having afterwards got employ- 
ment with the company, was attacked 
one morning by the elej^hant and 
crushed to death against a wall. 


But the most remarkable part of the 
elephant's story is still to be mentioned. 
This refers to the manner in wiiich the 
animal lost her eyesight, and was told 
by Mr. Myers in his evidence at the 
above inquest. 
He said he had had the 
elephant for twenty years, and during 
the whole of that period she bad al- 
ways been of a singularly mild dispo- 
sition, unless provoked. 
For instance, 
about thirteen years ago, a groom in 
Iiis employment put out one of her 
eyes with a pitchfork; for which act of 
diabolical cruelty the man was dis- 
missed. 
About twelve months later 
the animal lost the sight of the other 
eye, and since that time has been stone 
blind. 
Some two years afterwards Mr. 
Myer's company was performing in 
Jersey, and while there, the groom in 
question came into the stable in which 
the elephant was, and slapping her on 
the side said: "This is the old brute 
who got me dismissed." 
On hearing 
the man's voice the elephant pushed 
him up against the wall, and so injured 
his head and eyes that ever since that 
time the man has been what is termed 
cross eyed. 
The coroner, St. John 
Humphreys, in addressing the jury, 
rightly observed that this incident, as 
related by Mr. Myers, was a curious 
one, and was certainly a just retribu- 
tion on the groom.—Chambers" 
Jour- 
nal

There is nothing in the laws or work- 
ings of the order to interfere with the re- 
ligious views of any member. 


Four thousand and sixty-eight local 
assemblies of the Knights of Labor were 
organized in New York during 1886. 


Through the efforts of the Knights of 
Labor thirteen out of seventeen cities in 
Massachusetts have voted not to permit 
the sale of intoxicating liquors within 
their limits. 


Many local assemblies of the Knights 
of Labor throughout the country have 
formed minor associations to abolish 
profanity and intemperance, most nota- 
bly among railroad men. 


It has been decided by the general ex- 
ecutive board of the Knights of Labor 
that hereafter no assembly shall bear the 
name of any living person, as a number 
do now. The reason for this is that 
some of the members sometimes back- 
slide, and then the members petition 
for a change. 


The order has a benefit insurance as- 
sociation, on the co-operative plan, 
which went into operation November 1, 
1883. The membership fee is $1.25, 
and on the death or total disability of a 
member an assessment of only twenty- 
five cents is made. Until the member- 
ship is sufficient to pay $500, the amount 
of benefits will be regulated by the re- 
ceipts from assessments.

FEAÎfCE AND GERMANT. 


SIZE OF THEIR RESPECTIVE ARMIES 
ON A PEACE FOOTING. 


The Army of France Greater Than That j 
of Germi^ny by Nearly 60,000—Warlik* | 
Preparations on the Part of Both Na- < 
tions—Bismarck's Speech. 
{ 
I 


Those who read the war sky of Europe aver 
that there ai'e clouds and storms ahead. Be- 
fore many months, they say, there will be j 
music in the air. 
The speech of Bismarck to 
the reichstag has called attention anew to 
the subject. The equilibrium of Europe is so 
tense that a slight blow at almost any point 
would shatter it to fragments. 


It is expected that the fragile fabric will 
crack along the line between Franco and Ger- 
many. 
When Bismarck aslis for additions to 
the army Germany means war, the prophets 
say. They recall that Bismarck made the 
same sort of qpeech in the spring of 18G6, and 
in June of that year took place the battle of 
Badowa, 
in which 
Germany 
decisivelj- 
whipped Austria. 
Again, in the spring of 
1870, bo called attention to the need for 
Btrengtheuing the imperial army. 
Sept. 3 of 
that year Napoleon III and an army of 00,000 
surrendered to the Prussians at Sedan. Ifc is 
France again that Bismarck is driving at now. 
Years cannot wipe out the wrath and 
shame of France over her defeat by Ger- 
many. 
Around the beautiful Place de la 
Concorde in Paris are placed statues repre- 
senting the principal cities of thedepai-tments 
of Franco as they were before Sedan. Among 
them is Strasbourg, in the lost province of 
Alsace. 
Ever since 1871 the statue has been 
hung with those ugly black and white bead 
funeral wreaths so common in Europe. 
Every j'ear, on the anniversary of the taking 
of the Bastile, French boys ai e taken to the 
funeral statue and vowed to vengeance for 
the loss of the city.

This map shows the provinces that France 
lost to Prussia in 70. It is no secret that 
neither France nor Germany believes that 
Sedan was the end of the tussle. 
Germany 
insists that she wants peace, and would prob- 
ably keep it if France would let her. But 
France has been breathing fire and vengeance 
ever 
since '70, and Germany has been 
strengthening her fortifications along' the 
Alsace-Lorraine frontier. 
Exceeding care is 
taken that no French soldier, ai'tist or spy 
shall get inside these works and by any 
means get a sketch of them for the Paris 
government. 


As to France. France has been steadily in- 
creasing lier army ever since Sedan. War 
credits are voted year b.v year, and small 
fights in Africa and elsewhere seem to lx> en- 
couraged rather than otherwise, in order that 
the French soldiei-s might keep their hand in. 
France lia-s made no bones about the in- 
creased size and efficiency of her annj'. A 
member of the cabinet recently said in ses- 
sion of the senate that, if it came to the test, 
it would be found that "no time had been 
wasted in the last fifteen years" by the mili- 
tary. 
The past year France has spent moi-© 
than $517,000,000 on her army and defen.ses. 
Ballooning, torpedo experimenting and sea 
fighting, odensive and defensive, have occu- 
pied closely the attention of tlie government. 
It was France that made the military balloon 
effective. "Un ballon captif" was nniong the 
features of French military operations in the 
Chinese war. Its highest efficiency has only 
been reached since the Franco-Pinssian war. 


A glance at the diagram given herewith 
will sliow the comparative size of the armies 
of France and Germany. The ligures show 
the two arniias on a peace footing—"pied de 
paix." The peace footing of the armies« of 
Eurojie means that they are like two dogs 
held back in leash, waiting to fly at each 
other'.s tbroats. 
America Ls lucky to be sep- 
arated 
an ocean 3,000 miles wide from Eu- 
rope with her armies on a peace footing. 


The diagram will show that in every 
branch of niilitar}'- service except infantry, 
the army of France is greater than that of 
Grermany. 
This Bismarck and Von Moltke 
knew well when they urged the legislative 
body of the empire to increase the Grerman 
army. 


"France," said Bismarck, "is a strong and 
well armed power, her army is brave and 
ready to tight." 


ARCHBISHOP CORRIQAN 


Kroncht Into Prominence by the If«« 


Glynn-George Aifairo 


Right Reverend Michael Augustine Corri- 
gan, who has been brought into prominence 
before the people of the whole country by the 
Henry Gebrge-McGlynn affair, was bom in 
Newark, N. J., Aug. 13,1840. His school life 
was passed at Saint Mary's college, Wilming- 
ton, Del, and at Mount Saint Mary's. Em- 
mettsburg. His graduation from the latter 
place occurred m 1859. Ho was one of the 
twefve students with whom the American 
college in Rome opened. 
Father McGlynn 
was another. As a student, young Corrigan 
evinced great ability, and won a number of 
medals in competi« 
tition with students 
of the Pi opaganda, 
« 
• 
the Irish and other 


' 
colleges. His ordin- 
ation as priest took 
place in the Lateran 
Basilica, Sept. 19, 
1863—a year before 
the completion of 
his course in theol- 
ogy. 
He received 
the degree of doctor 
of divinity in 1 8 ^ 
That same year he 
returned to Amer- 
ARCHBI8H0P CORBIOAN. ica, and was made 
professor of dogmatic theology and sacred 
scripture and director of the ecclesiastical 
seminary of Seton Hall college. 
Besides this 
he undertook missionary work in 
South 
Orange, N. J. He was made president of the 
college in 1808, In 1873 he was made bishop 
of Newark, where he founded a reformatory 
for boys and women and an asylum for the 
orphan boys of his diocese, dedicated forty- 
two new churches and founded several relig- 
ious communities. 
He was appointed co- 
adjutor-archbishop to Cardinal Archbishop 
McCloskey in 1880, and upon the latter's 
death was appointed to his present high 
office. 


Archbishop Corrigan is popular alike with 
Protestants and Catholics. Ho is young in 
years for ono so exalted in the church, and 
his appearance is even more youthful. He 
lias been one of the strongest opponents in 
New York of Henry George's theories, and 
he made an able argument against them in a 
pastoral letter to the faithful of his church, 
issued Nov. 21, 1886. His attainments are 
scholarly. 


J U L E S VERNE, who was shot by his 
crazy nephew, is almost wholly recov- 
ered. 
The famous novelist is about 53 
years of age, his hair is turning white, 
and his once sujiple and elegant figure 
is beginning to give way to a comfort- 
able rotundity, but his intelligent face 
is still full of youthful ardor. He has 
his own yacht and spends much of his 
time at sea.

The French cavalry outnumbere that of 
her great rival by over 10,000 men. Her ar- 
tillery corps is 25,000 larger and even the 
French engineer corps is more than 1,000 
greater. In the arms of the service brought 
together under tlie head "Miscellaneous," the 
difference is more than 2.5,000 in favor of 
France. In the single branch of infantry 
there is a petty 1,858 preponderance on the 
side of Germany. 
All told, the French army 
exceeds that of Grermany by nearly 50,000. 


And yet the battle is not always given to the 
greatest number. It is quite hkcly, it is 
probable even, that Grermany would whip 
France again in a square, standup fight. 
French soldiers are brave as lions. 
No man 
ever yet charged a son of France with cow- 
ardice. 
Her army would fight with the im- 
petuosity of the old guard at Waterloo. But 
' Frenchmen have not that quality of "hang 
on" which chai-acterizes the Germans. 


Then, alas, there are tho.so who say that the 
modern Fi-enchman is a degenerate descend- 
ant of those French soldiers who captured 
Alsace from the Germans in the first place. 
They say that brandy, absinthe and debauch- 
ery are eating out the manhood of France. 
Rugged strength and steadiness seem failing 
the men, they say, leaving only fury and 
noise.

•tone blind. The elephant woa in gen- 
eral a perfectly quiet animal ; but had 
nourished n prejudice again.it the man 
who fell a victim to its revenge. Eight • 
months before tho fatal occurrence, 
and while the circus was forming at 
Beading, tho deceased, who was then 
a hawker in the town, was one day 
watching the elephants, when "Blind 
Bill" pat her trunk into ono of his 
bukets and ate all Iris vegetables. Be- 
coming incensed at hi? loss anil tho 
laughter of tho byctanders, tho man 
pnlled out his penknife and stabbed 
the elephant in the trunk. This was 
the beginning of an ill will hetwoon 
the mau and the quadruped; for the 
man having afterwards got employ- 
ment with tho company, was attacked 
one morning by tho elephant ntid 
crushed to death against a wall. 


But tho moat remarkable part of tho 


elephant's story is still to bo mentioned. 
Thin refers to tho manner in which tha 
animal lost her eyesight, and was told 
by Mr. Myers in his evidence at tha 
above inquest 
Ho said he had had tho 


elephant for twenty years, and during 
the whole of that period she had al- 
ways been of a singularly mild dispo- 
sition, unless provoked. Tor instance, 
about thirteen years ago, a groom in 
his employment put out one of her 
eyes with a pitchfork ; for which act of 
diabolical cruelty the man was dis- 


- missed. About twelve months later 


the animal lost the eight of the other 
aye, nnd since that time has been stone 
blind. 
Borne two years afterwards Mr. 


Myar's company was performing in 
Jersey, and while there, tho groom in 
question cnmo into the stable in which 
the elephant was, and filapping her on 
tho aide said: "Thin in this old brute 
who got roo dismissed." On hearing 
the man's voice the elephant pushed 
him up against the wall, und so injured 
his head and eyes that ever since that 
time the man linn been what is termed 
cross eyed.

Humphreys, in addressing the jury, 
rightly obsi rvod tlmt this incident, us 
related by Mr. Myers, wan a curious 
one, and was certainly a just retribu- 
tion on tha groom. — Chambers' Jour- 
nal.
